Oen. Qeergo C. Marshall, fonner army 
chief of atoif and secretary of atnte, says 
he won't WTlto his memoirs because to tcU 
the whole truth might do Irreparable harm 
to living mpn. 
Says the general: 

"Inevitably the press reaction— the public 
-icacUon-devQtcs. Itself tfl the criUcal Item. 
althouBh it may- be only one paratpraph in 
the entire boolc. 

"You almost ruin a man. But i£ you don't 
mention that, It Is not history, because It 
had a very important bearing on the pro- 
cedure." 

Many other men who have played a key 
role hi the great eventa of 'America's recent 
past do not seem to ahare Marshall's atti- 
tude. Either they are less concerned about 
the Unpad of their disclosures upon Uvlnb 
individuals, or they beUeve the Importance 
of their story transcends whatever damage 
they may do. 

Naturally then may be some, too, who 
choose to leave out vital parts 6t the story 
rather than offend principals whose part In 
the event* may have laid them open to crltl- 

wi RKTM with ManftiaU that UaTtng out 
aiientlals to achlevt a result that U shnply 
"pleasant' reading". U an imwlse thing. It 
may be badly misleading to all but the most 
discerning of our historians. 

Ai for whether or not to risk harmtog liv- 
ing men, that is an individual choice that 
lach public figure must make according to 
Ills ovm conscience. But In our view, no man 
should bar for all thne the telling of his per- 
sonal chnmlcla ot greet events. 

In other words, no out can rightly quarral 
with the general for decltalng to speak out 
publicly at this time. But It would be a great 
oas-to-hUtory if-hls version of events were 
never to be told. 

Uarshall !■ ratefl the great -organlBlng 
l«nhis of our jilotorioua military effort. On 
top of that, ht was our chief diplomat in one 
of the most jaunling jrerlods In the history 
of U. B. foreign affairs. The historian can 
never gauge Uie war and early i>ostwar days 
accurately without knowing what Marshall 
did, what he thought, how event* appeared 
to him. 

MorshaU owes It to history to set down 
hta personal report on ,tho_war.and,lt3_attcr- 
math. Let him tell the full story, sparhig 
no one, To protect any living men Ukely to 
b« hurt, he can dhect that hl^ memoirs be 
kept secret until, say, 2000 A. D. 

That way the general may live with his 
conscience, and he may know also that he 
has faithfully performed his final. Inescap- 
able duty as a high publlo servant.

Roscoo and Leal pay no taxes. 
Their Indian laborers never have 
seen a school. They live a wry sim- 
ple life with few customs or folk- 
ways of ethical ilgnllicance. They 
have no church: their simple reli- 
gion perUlna almost solely to the 
burial of thi dead. 

Each wife must have a separata 
house, liut an Inca more or less Can ' 
have ae many wives as he wishes. 
There Is considerable aharlng and 
Lmdtng In this custom. 

The workers have a menu almost 
entirely of bananas and rice. They 
cat pork when opportunity permlla. 
Charles Iamb's essay on how the 
Chinese came to cook their meat 
would be lost on the Incas— they 
don't cook It and care lllUo how "" 
came to die.
